Delcasse during the day and submit­ 
ted representations on behalf of Japan 
concerning the presence of the Bus­ 
tian Second Pacific squadron in Kam­ 
ranh bay. 
An official communication 
issued after the meeting states that 
Minister Motono’s action had not the 
shape 
of a 
formal protest 
against 
F rance’s violation of neutrality, but 
was to obtain assurances that France 
would observe strict neutrality. 
Notwithstanding the official version, 
It is evident that the Intention and ef­ 
fect of Minister Motono’s action is in. 
the nature of a protest. 
Foreign Minister Delcasse respond­ 
ed to the representations of the Jap a­ 
nese minister by pointing out the pre­ 
cautions heretofore taken to preserve 
neutrality and the special instructions 
recently sent to the governor general 
of Indo-China to take care to prevent 
violations of neutrality. 
M. Delcasse 
sought to allay 
the fears 
of Japan, 
which he maintained 
had not been 
raised by facts. 
The exact term s 
of Jap an ’s repre­ 
sentations have not 
been disclosed, 
but it is understood that while having 
the usual courteous form of diplomacy, 
the set forth that serious apprehen­ 
sions had been aroused by the stay of 
the Russian warships 
in Kamranh 
bay and the urgent desire that French 
neutrality be placed beyond doubt. 
The term s of the French response, 
although not given out, tend to give 
ample assurances upon all the ques­ 
tions raised. 
The text of the official 
communication upon the conference is 
as follows: 


Not a Formal Protest. 
Dr. Motono, 
minister of 
Japan, 
has taken steps to call the attention 
of the m inister of foreign affairs to 
the reported presence of Russian ves­ 
sels in K am ranh bay. 
At the minis­ 
try of foreign affairs it is stated that 
Minister 
Motono’s action does 
not 
take the character of a formal protect 
against alleged violation of neutrality 
by Fiance 
relative to the 
Russian 
fleet. 
The Japanese m inister particu­ 
larly 
desired 
to obtain 
from 
the 
French government, as he had done 
before the 
Baltic squadron 
passed 
Cherbourg and more recently 
when 
it sojourned 
off Madagascar, 
some 
formal assurance that France would 
continue to observe strict neutrality. 
These assurances 
evidently seemed 
more and more indispensible to Japan 
as the Russian fleet approached the 
coast of Indo-China and entered the 
theater of war. 
The French govern­ 
m ent has on frequent occasions point­ 
edly affirmed that all precautions have 
been taken for the observance of neu­ 
trality. Special instructions have even 
been forwarded to Indo-China on the 
•ubject.

Hundred Acres Will be Utiliz­

The farmers meeting at the office of 
the Brainerd Grocery company yester­ 
day afternoon, called for the purpose of 
awakening an interest in the sugar beet 
industry in this county was a irreat sue 
cess, and it is believed ih&t a move was 
taken yesterday th a t will bear good 
fruit in this county for a long time to 
come. 
The meeting of the farmers was call 
od to discuss the m atter with Mr. E. 
Von Boeekman, an agriculturalist, who 
has had sixteen years experience in the 
sugar beet business. 
He talked to the 
farmers regarding the adaptability of 
the soil, the proper method to pursue in 
planting and the work that will bo re­ 
quired in keeping the soil clean of weeds 
after the the beets commence to grow. 
In speaking with Mr. Von Boeekman 
last night he saidi “Through the solic­ 
itation of VV. 11. C leary, of the Brain- 
erd Grocery company, I came to Brain­ 
erd to meet the farmers. 
I m ust say 
that 1 was both surprised and pleased 
to see the interest taken and I am sure 
that the large num ber of farmers who 
were pr< sent have determined to give 
the sugar beet industry a fair trial. The 
land in this county is splendidly ad a p t­ 
ed to the raising of sugar Iwjets, in fact, 
more so than in many other localities 
where beet raising is firml* established. 
1 believe from the sentim ent expressed 
thnt there will be 200 acres planted this 
year in this county and this an excellent 
start. 
When 
we consider th a t 
the 
average yield is fifteen tons to the 
acre and th at there is a profit of from 
$54 to $60 an a re it w ill be readily seen 
that the industry is a good one. 
11 will 
give these few farmers this year who 
are going to haunch in the business, if 
2 K) acres are planted, something like 
$12,000. This is good as a starter. 
If these first farmers who try the ex­ 
periment are successful, there is no 
reason why they cannot be, then I look 
to see the acreage in this county in­ 
creased to 1000 the following year. 
Extra inducements have been made 
to the farmers to get them started this 
year, and it is hoped th at everyone will 
take advantage of the offer made. 
“No one can imagine what the ulti 
mate result will be. 
If you can induce 
your farmers to engage in this particu 
lar line of work and tho acreage can be 
increased to 4000, it is an assured fact 
that a sugar factory or refinery will be 
put in here. 
A refinery would be a 
great thing, as it has proven a great 
benefit in other places, for a modern plant 
will use up about 600 tons a day. 
“ If potatoes, corn, etc., can bo raised 
here in this county then beets can be 
raised and I have no hesitation in say­ 
ing, from the information I received 
from the farmers, th a t the crop will be 
a great success here. 
It takes a little 
work but that does not cut any figure 
when compared w’ith the protit th a t can 
be derived per acre ami the sooner the 
farmers study this m atter the better off 
they will be.” 
About fifty contracts were signed yes 
terday and the Minnesota Sugar Com­ 
pany will furnish these farmers with tho 
seed and give them instructions and 
even send them machinery to help out. 
W. H. Cleary will act as a sort of go-be­ 
tween and any farmer who wants to 
start in the business can do so by call­ 
ing on Mr. Cleary at the Brainerd Groc­ 
ery company warehouse at any time.

The farm ers’ meeting a t the office of 
the B rainerd Grocery com pany yester­ 
day afternoon, called for th e purpose of 
aw akening an interest in the sugar beet 
industry in this county w as a g reat suc­ 
cess, and it is believed ih a t a move was 
taken yesterday th a t will b ear good 
fruit in th is county for a long time to 
come. 
T he m eeting of the farm ers was call 
od to discuss tho m a tte r w ith Mr. E. 
Von Boeckm an, an agriculturalist, who 
has had sixteen years experience in the 
sugar b eet business. 
He talked to tho 
farm ers regarding the adaptability of 
the soil, th e proper m ethod to pursue in 
planting and the work th a t will bo re­ 
quired in keeping the soil clean of weeds 
after th e the beets com m ence to grow. 
In speaking with Mr. Von Boeckman 
last nig h t he said: 
“T h ro u g h the solic­ 
itation of W. ll. Cleary, of the B rain­ 
erd G rocery company, I cam e to B rain­ 
erd to m eet the farm ers. 
I m ust say 
th a t I was both surprised and pleased 
to see th e interest taken and I am sure 
th a t tho large num ber of farm ers who 
were presen t have d eterm ined to give 
the su g a r b eet industry a fair trial. The 
land in th is county is splendidly a d a p t­ 
ed to th e raising of su g ar beets, in fact, 
more so th a n in many o th e r localities 
where beet raising is firmly established. 
I believe from the se n tim e n t expressed 
th a t th e re will be 2(X) acres planted this 
year in th is county and th is an excellent 
start.

th a t a su g ar factory or refinery will be 
p u t in here. 
A refinery would bo a 
great thing, as it has proven a g r e a t 
benefit in othor places, for a modern plant 
will use up about 600 tons a day. 
“If potatoes, corn, etc., can bo raised 
here in this county th e n beets can bo 
raised an d I have no hesitation in say­ 
ing, from the inform ation I received 
from th e farmers, th a t th e crop will be 
a g re a t success here. 
I t takes a little 
work b u t th a t does not c u t any figure 
w hen com pared with th e profit th a t can 
be derived per acre a n d th e sooner the 
farm ers stu dy this m a tte r th e b etter off 
they will be.”

others, offered 
him a 
bribe of $250,000 to grant a new trial. 
An appeal was made to the supreme 
court, and a new trial was granted 
on the ground that Harney had not 
acted properly in the conduct of the 
trial. 
The case was tried again be­ 
fore Judge Clancy 
in August, 1903, 
and he decided for Heinze.

seen here at night at 5f57 West Four­ 
teenth street, whore he is living with 
a relative, IB. Rosen. 
Rosenberg is a 
Russian Jew, about 
thirty-five years 
of age, and unable to either speak or 
write English, 
it was necessary to 
take to the house a Russian interpret­ 
er 
in order 
to procure 
his 
story. 
Rosenberg, who is a tailor, claims that 
on the day of the shooting of Young, 
he was walking along Broadway, on 
his way to 147 State street, when he 
passed a cab in which a man and wo­ 
man were 
quarreling. 
The woman 
was crying 
and both of them 
were 
greatly excited. 
Their conduct inter­ 
ested Eisenberg, and he followed them 
to see the outcome. 
At one time, he 
said, the two engaged in a struggle, 
but it was of short duration.

the woman, who was crying all of the 
time, laid her

around to a rear pocket and drew a 
revolver with which he shot himself.
